Today’s hallmarks 
of American design 


The deve lopme nt of a native American architecture stems from 
the pioneering efforts of such early nineteenth-century design 
ers as McIntire and Bulfinch who, despite the strong influ 
ences inherited from England, imparted to their work a quality 
that reflected local conditions and native materials. Another 
formative factor was the publication (in 1797) of Asher Ben 
jamin’s Country Builder's Assistant which became a handbook 
for many a builder, particularly in New England. From town 
to town these architectural designs were interpreted by local 
craftsmen, and the building boom from 1780 to 1820 produced 
a wealth of handsomely detailed homes. Their architectural 
excellence is appreciated today not so much for its nostalgic 
appeal but for the beauty and symmetry of the designs them 
selves. With typical American practicality these finely wrought 
entranceways (like the ones sketched below) have been re 
created in pine by the country’s leading woodworking manu 
facturers and can be purchased as a complete package from 
local building-supply outlets. Put in the proper context, these 


doorways will reflect all the charm of their predecessors

| he American Tradition is cer 
tainly finding a unique expression 
in a series of recordings known as 
Composers Recordings, Inc. It is 
» well-known fact that the Ameri 
can concert world has revolved 
about the Bach-Beethoven-Brahms 
xis, along with such staples as 
Mozart, Wagner and Tchaikovsky 
There is no doubt that recent dec 
ades have witnessed a tremendous 
increase in the number of perfor 
mances of native American music 
Yet the fact is that, aside from 
oceasional performances by major 
musical organizations, the Ameri 
ean composer has still to depend 


for performances upon the smaller,

specialized musical groups that 
command quite small audiences 
The situation has been equally 
bad in the field of recordings 
True, back in the days of the 78 
rpm record, Victor issued an album 
of American works, both old and 
new, performed by the Eastman 
Rochester Orchestra under that tire 
less champion of American music, 
Howard Hanson, Columbia, like 
wise, ventured into the field of 
American music. In recent times 
Columbia has been devoting a 
minimum of six long-playing rec 
ords a year to their laudable Mod 
ern American Music Series. The 
Louisville Orchestra Commission- 


ing Series has been another valu 
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ible outlet for the talents of the 
conlemporary composer, as was 
the short-lived American Record 
ing Society project. Many of the 
other record companies have in 
cluded American works in their 
catalogues, to varying degrees, but 
more about these and the projects 
listed above, at another time 

Composers Recordings is unique 
in that it represents the efforts of 
a group of composers to band to- 
gether and issue their own record 
ings, instead of working through 
a pre-existing record company. At 
the time of this writing their 
catalogue consists of twenty-two 
long-playing discs whose contents 
range from relatively simple music 
with a folk origin, to compositions 
in the twelve-tone idiom 

A perusal of the entire catalogue 
gives rise to some thoughts about 
the present shape of American 
music. Is there such a thing “an 
{merican Tradition in music? The 
sounds that emerge from these 
discs lead us to the conclusion 
that if there is one, it is so diversi 
fied as to make the term American 
Tradition inapplicable 

Our first impulse might be to 
look to our folk music as an ob 
vious source of an American Tradi 
tion. To be sure, it is to be found 
in these dises. Douglas Moore's 
Farm Journal is a very pleasant 


excursion into our rural music, al 


though it appears in an orchestral 
dress that gives it a certain polish 
and sophistication that the original 
would lack.

An explanation of the Decoration of Independence 
must be prefaced by an appraisal of its godparents 

American culture and our American art expression 
lronically, perhaps because we have so much of ev 
erything else, we are accused of having neither a 
real culture nor a true art expression. Yet. why do 
we annually flock to American museums and galleries 
ross our country, taxing the ery capacity ol the 
buildings? Why do we buy millions of American clas 
sic and jazz recordings each year? Are not countless 
volumes of American writings published each year and 
purchased by thousands of American readers? We sup 
port three hundred symphony orchestras over our 
country and the great American Little Theater 

movement exists in every town that can muster up 
a stage and curtain. Some performances may be am 
ateur, certainly, but many are amazingly proficient 
ind often advance wholly American music and drama 
American culture, in a variety of ways, through 
civie enterprise and through our men and women of 
letters has done much to broaden American taste 


and it is this culture and our great American art ex 


pression of the past which have fostered a Dec 


oration of Indepe ndence. Whether this art expression 
was derived, as many critics insist, from an extension 
of what was fashionable a few hundred years ago in 
England or on the Continent, or born of the feelings 
and emotions of our forefathers, is beside the point 


Whatever its roots, it does exist! 


The art expression of any people is but a manifes 
tation of its social and economic life and outside 
influences. In our early customs, language and laws, 
we know we were English in particular and European 
in general. We were a people expressing ourselves 


as a nation, and, in the realm of domestic arts and 


decoration, forming an American art expression which 
tlready had its regional variations. As we differ 
today from other English-speaking peoples, so did we 
then, and it was inevitable that our architecture 
our metal crafts, our cabinet crafts and our paint 
ing were slowly to reflect that wholly American spirit 
It is often said that American eighteenth-century art 
of all sorts cannot be distinguished from the English 
expression of the same era, This is no more true than 
it was in England itself, where fashions in all the 
domestic arts were being borrowed from the current 
modes of France and Italy. All English art expression 
had a Continental accent yet it remained decidedly 
American art idiom had an 


English, and if the 


English accent, it was still an American expression 


In 1790, there were five outstanding American cities 
Philadelphia (the Boston, New York 


Baltimore and Charleston. Then came Newport and

Salem, and in every one of these centers we have 
seen the evidence of an uncommonly fine quality of 
architecture and domestic arts which would do credit 
to any country No finer silversmithing or cabinet 
making was to be found in all of England, and the 
work of such American painters as Copley, Stuart 
West and Peak compared with the best of Europe 
So how can anyone say that we have no truly Amer 


? 


ican art expression? The simple dwelling of Paul 
Revere in Boston, the Mount Vernon of Washington 
the songs of the Negroes of the Virginia plantations 
the Peale portrait of Lincoln, the Washington por 
trait by Stuart, the Steamboat Gothic homes of the 
Mississippi Valley, the silver and furniture of the 
craftsmen of Philadelphia and Boston: all are as 
American as the Empire State Building. 

Consequently, it is not surprising that, as we grow 


older in a maturing country, we take an almost revert 





nt interest in American antiquities Rarely do we 
find a family without at least one member who col 
ects antiques They are collected by even the most mod 
rn-minded of our modern society, and their possession 

1 facet of the fundamental knowledge of our early 


home life and the art of graceful living today. 


(American antiques are now a part of an American 
1y of life in more ways than one. Through them 

modern designer is finding inspiration for near 
every aspect of contemporary American domestic 
rt furniture glass, ceTamics. fabric design and 
netalcrafts There is a constant harking-back to 
the basic designs of an early day that is perpetu 
iting our early American handicrafts and, at the same 
time, making a contribution to today’s pattern. This 
does not mean out-and-out copying (an admirable 
practice that ranges from the purity of the replica to 
the charm of the reproduction), but rather a rebirth 

in interpretation of an old motif in a contemporary 
statement of design. Sometimes it is quite obvious: 
the character of the Windsor, the Arrowback, the 
Hitchcock and the Shaker chair is constantly find 
ing new expression in contemporary pieces. We have 
ill seen, and can recognize, what might be called 
the distinguishing signatures of the great cabinet 
makers of the past re-created in terms of modern de 
sign. The result is derivative, most pleasant, and 


we know it at once for what it is. 


The Decoration of Independence is simple and direct 
with little extraneous detail. The artist’s idea is ex 
pressed with line, color, proportion and texture, think 
ing first in terms of mass; then, in detail. Often 
enough, the beauty lies in the very material itself: 
the wood, the potter’s clay, the basic metal, the cloth. 
Detail sometimes becomes a quality rather than an 


embellishing device. It can be the shimmer of reflected 


light on metal, the grain of wood, the texture of warp 


ind weft, the structural sinews of a building. 


Yet somewhere, in whatever the object may be—a 
chair, a sofa, a goblet—there is a link with the past 
A single curve, perhaps, which was devised, in essence, 
two hundred years ago and is still so perfect that it 
would be futile to try to improve it, foolish to degrade 
it. Sometimes the link is a quality of classic propor 
tion; sometimes a simplicity so beautifully stated it 
would be a sacrilege to change it. These are factors 
which were not invented in the twentieth century, and 
are known to the designer only by virtue of his con 
tact with the past—-a past he has learned to explore 
because in it lies an almost inexhaustible source of 
inspiration. It is a dictionary in which to look up a 
word, an abacus by which to learti to add and sub 
tract, and a fountainhead from which has sprung the 
Decoration of Inde pe ndence. 

You will see, throughout these pages, a delineation 
and a graphic explanation of this philosophy. We see 
today a rebirth in a wholly American expression run- 
ning the gamut from a pure slavish adaptation of our 
early domestic fashion to a broad, modern interpreta- 
tion. Fundamentally, it springs from the realization 
that we not only have the very best to choose from, 
but may choose with an independence never before 
experienced or expressed by the individual No longer 
must we adhere to one or another particular style, 
and no longer do we seek endorsement of our taste 
through the old caste mark of the high-price tag. We 
are free to choose as we will and be assured of the in- 


tegrity of value in return for whatever we spend, 


Moreover, although the Decoration of Independence 
is both a tribute to a great heritage and to our grow- 
ing culture, it is something more. As we are all chil- 
dren of the past, we are all, inevitably, parents of the 
future. Our arts, sciences and homes are the very fiber 
of which we are made, and from them, we, in turn, 
create the total fabric of our nation. The Decoration 


of Independence is part of our heritage to the future. 
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_ - furniture can be easily described with con 
ventional labels. It is classified as early American 
or colonial or contemporary, etc., and it always falls 
within certain well-defined areas in the spectrum of 
decoration. But then there are designs that have a 
quality that transcends ordinary definitions—designs 
that cannot be categorized by period or style because 
they are, in fact, the synthesis of many periods and 
styles. The new furniture collection (shown in the bed 
room, living room and dining room) on these four 
pages is an excellent example of this timeless Ameri 
can design that represents a fusion of past and pres 
ent. These pieces by their shape, their finish and func 
tion have a universal appeal: to the modernist they 
appear contemporary; to the lover of old familiar 


lines they look traditional; and to everyone with 















































aesthetic acumen they are, quite frankly, beautiful. 
The tall divider on this page, for example, has a silhou 
ette that is strongly reminiscent of the simple, forth 
right furniture fashioned by the Shakers in the mid 
nineteenth century, and yet many people would main 
tain that it is strictly a contemporary piece. Made of 
solid yellow birch, it is finished in a warm honey-tone 
that is neither dull nor glossy but suggests the hand 
rubbed patina of an heirloom, Counterbalancing this 
is its highly functional character. Because shelves and 
drawers can be arranged in almost any desired combi 
nation, it serves as a dresser, buffet, desk, bookshelf 
and is deep enough to house a television set. In short 
and this perhaps is the determining measure of good 
design—it is at home in almost any type of setting and 


will fit with equanimity into any room in the house

Although glassmaking dates back 

to the Egyptians some 4,000 years ago, 
\mericans have a definite 

proprietary interest in this craft which 
was the first industry established 

in the Colonies in 1608. In fact it was the 
fabled Captain John Smith who, 

between daring exploits and parleys 

with the Indians, found time 

to supervise the construction of a glass 
factory “in the woods neare a myle 

from James Towne” ( Virginia). This 
particular enterprise did not survive for 
long, but today, in this general area 

(West Virginia, Pennsylvania and Ohio), 
modern glassmakers are perpetuating this 
early tradition. Many of the old 

techniques and even some of the same types 
of tools are still used in the manu- 

facture of handcrafted glassware. Over 

the years, formulas have been 

perfected and processes scientifically 
improved but through all of the refinements 
none of the “handmade” look

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HUDSON VALLEY REVISITED 


To the early Dutch settlers of the Hudson River Valley, we 
are indebted not only for their intriguing legends of Rip 
van Winkle and Ichabod Crane, but the inspiration for a 
collection of furniture which, although it can be broadly 
classified as early American, has a flavor uniquely its own. 
The Hudson Valley settlers were thrifty, prosperous and 
as a people, solid as a rock. They also liked gaiety and 
color, and when they felt like it, painted and stenciled 
their furniture to the nines. These propensities may seem 
incongruous, but they make ideal source material, and the 
designer of this modern interpretation of a very early 
American style has utilized his sources right down to the 
last cabriole foot. Of solid walnut, some of the pieces are 
kept in a natural finish, others are painted and stenciled 
in documentary designs taken from old tiles. All of it has 
strength without stolidity—an admirable quality undoubt 
edly due to both the skill of the designer and the pictur

LASSICISM: 
circa 1958 


Even after a war, it is inevitable that there 
be little love lost between the countries 
concerned, and it is not surprising that the 
American Revolution not only terminated 
the taxation of the Colonies but, as far as 
furniture and decoration were concerned, 
the colonial period itself. Enough resent- 
ment of things English prevailed to estab- 
lish the Federal period and what we now 
call American classicism—a school in 
which both furniture and architecture were 
models of sound craftsmanship and ele- 
gantly discreet embellishment. The most 


distinguished furniture designer of the day 


was Duncan Phyfe, whose work was pri- 


marily classic, and at its peak, superb. 
Today, unless they are exact replicas, con- 
temporary versions of the furniture of the 
Federal period are somewhat simplified: 
Phyfe. for the most part, designed in the 
grand manner, and modern counterparts 
for the average modern home do well with 
a little less rarefaction. They still re- 
main, however, in as handsome a category 
as the traditionalist can hope to come by. 
The distinction of the Federal period, as it is 
interpreted today, lies essentially in grace of line, 
delicate turning and a discreet amount of 
carved ornament. The most typical single 


piece is the sofa with its famous S-shaped

Sterling silver and fine china occupy two very eminent niches in 
what might be called American craftsmanship’s hall of fame. 
In the eighteenth century, the art of the silversmith flourished 
like the green bay tree in both England and on the Continent, but 
rarely with quite the purity of form and the fine sense of propor- 
tion it enjoyed in colonial America. Boston was the silver metrop- 
olis, due largely to the art of Paul Revere—a very great silver- 


smith—and his son, who ran his father a close second. Both were 


classicists who worked in an idiom which is not only unsurpassed 


to this day, but is constantly reiterated in the best of twentieth- 
century design in silver. With one exception, these pieces all bear 
the earmarks of the eighteenth century; the demurrer, the coffee- 
pot, is as contemporary as a piece of silver can be; yet, through 
its utter simplicity, is as elegant in feeling as the little cream 
pitcher down in the corner—a replica of a piece made by Ben- 
jamin Burt in Boston in about 1765. This is hollow-ware silver- 
smithing at its present-day peak. On the next page, we examine 


fine china and its distinguished companion, sterling flatware. 
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The art of making fine china is so complicated 
that it took our forefathers much longer to excel 
at the eraft than it did for them to hecome master 
silversmiths. They suceeeded magnificently. how- 
ever, and for more than fifty years we have had 
American china of superlative quality. The array

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In every country, side by side with the trappings 

for formal living has gone the persistent tradi- 

tion of a simpler, if you like, a more rustic style. 

In earliest American times this was the rule rather 

than the exception and colonists used pewter in- 

stead of silver, earthenware rather than fine china. 

In fact, much of the charm that we tend to associ- 

ate with our heritage is in these objects which 

have become symbols of a straightforward. coura- 

geous and. above all, a warmly satisfying way of 

life. Over the years as our national fortunes have 

risen, this tradition has luckily never been lost. 

Rather, each generation has strengthened it, part- 

ly out of a subconscious wish to somehow re- 

capture the pioneering years of which Americans 

are all so proud. One of the most interesting as- 

pects of the provincial tradition has been its re- 

sponsiveness to new materials. Shapes that once 

were pewter are now in many cases stainless steel: 

a whole new range of tableware finds an outlet in 

this twentieth-century material. Earthenware has 

found new beauty and functionalism, in shapes as 

well as surface design. It is an interesting fact that 

in the eclecticism of contemporary living, the so- 

called hardy materials have become remarkably 

stylish—as the variety of table appointments here 

and on the next two pages tell so convincingly. 
An ancient form, the spoon, In new materials—stainless 
steel and in one case a golden-hued alloy—seems perfectly 
at home in a rack which is a reproduction of a colonial 


design. The bowl, stainless steel and with a timeless 


shape that might be old pewter, blends with the pine patina 








Bright color and bold pattern 
have always been trademarks of 
the provincial idiom.

We are indebted to the long arm 
of coincidence for many of life's 
treasures. One of them, plated sil- 
ver, came about two centuries ago 
when it was discovered accidental- 
ly that at a certain point of heating.

able. Today, of course, plated sil- 
ver is the product of electrolysis. 
but the appeal is still the same: 
classic shapes in the inimitable 
soft luster are within reach of fam- 
ily budgets.

The kitchen echelon 


Modern kitchen tools and cutlery owe a double debt to the past: one to early 
American craftsmen for form: the other to the Bronze Age for the discovery 
of copper and tin (the prototypes, of course, of today’s stainless-steelware )

hung in the little frieze above: you will note a definite echo in the design 
of the modern tools beneath it.
